Glasgow. K.V., May 11.—A. Holland 


Forbes and J. C. Yates. who were in- 
jured late yesterday in the 
fall of 


their balloon, the 
Viking, recovered 


consciousness about 11 o'clock 
this 


morning and Mr. Forbes was able to 
tell briefly' his adventures of yester- 
day. 
Mr. Tales is in a serious con- 


dition and physicians decline to- per- 
mit him to talk. 


Mr. Forbes said he had lost, control 


of the balloon during the afternoon 
and seeing a favorable position pulled 
the rip-cord to effect a landing. He 
gave it. too much o£ a tug, it appears, 
and the entire side of the balloon from 
near the apex was ripped open. The 
balloon therefore descended with great 
rapidity. 


Mr. Forbes dictated a few tolecrams 


to be sent to friends and relatives 
and said lie would probably make a 
full statement tonight or tomorrow. 
The men are being well cared fur at 
the home of Tilden Boston, a farmer, 
ner Center, Ky. 


In Bad Condition. 


Ertra medical assistance for Forbes 


and Tales was hastily summoned from 
here this afternoon. Both were said 
to be so badly injured that they could

Telegraphic instructions from 
New York to bring them here could 
not be complied with, ov.-lng to their 
serious condition.
